New film Soaked In Bleach makes some fresh 
accusations about the Nirvana frontman’s suicide 



BELIEVE IT OR NOT, THERE 
are still people in the world 
who believe Kurt Cobain was 
murdered. The latest theorist to 
climb aboard the conspiracy train 
is director Benjamin Statler, who 
sold his house to fund new film 
Soaked In Bleach, out Oct 19. 

In it, he presents 
theories based 
on material 
gathered 
by private 
investigator Tom 
Grant. Here are 
the main points: 

Benjamin Statler, 

SIB director 

Courtney Love 
was going to 
divorce Kurt 

The film alleges that Courtney 
Love believed her husband was 
having affairs and had asked their 
entertainment lawyer Rosemary 
Carroll to find “the meanest, most 
vicious divorce lawyer”. Carroll, 
meanwhile, claims Cobain had 
asked her to remove Love from 
his will a month before his death. 
STATLER SAYS: “It was in 
process, legal things take a while/ 






Her private 
investigator 
didn’t trust her 

Detective Tom Grant was hired 
by Courtney Love to find her 
missing husband, who had 
checked out of rehab days 
before his body was found at 
their Seattle home on April 8, 
1994. Suspicious of Courtney’s 
motives, Grant taped their 
conversations. Courtney has 
delivered a cease-and-desist 
order on Soaked In Bleach on the 
grounds that it is defamatory and 
filled with “baseless theories”. 
Courtney’s lawyers set out why 
she could not be responsible for 
Kurt’s death, stating that the film 
“falsely presents a widely and 
repeatedly debunked conspiracy 
theory that accuses Ms Cobain 
of orchestrating the death of her 
husband Kurt Cobain”. 

STATLER SAYS: “I went to 
Tom Grant’s website and there 
was a mountain of information.” 

Kurt would have 
been too wasted 
to pull the trigger 

According to toxicology reports, 
the blood in Cobain’s body was 



found to contain three times 
the lethal amount of heroin for 
a heavy drug user, which would 
have rendered him incapacitated. 
There’s a counter-argument: with 
Kurt’s high tolerance, the heroin 
may not have taken effect straight 
away, even such a heavy dose. 
STATLER SAYS: “The 
toxicology report is the main 
spark that inspired me to make 
this movie. It’s impossible that 
he could have done all of those 
things [put away his needles and 
shot himself] with that amount of 
heroin in his system.” 

The position of 
the shotgun shell

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Rihanna is more than a superstar. 

She’s the ultimate icon of the digital age. She’s had 
more Number One singles in 10 years than Madonna 
has managed in three decades, and she’s now the 
First Lady of the new free NME. Peter Robinson 
went to LA to hang out with pop’s biggest rebel 
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RIHANNA 



HE’S THE FIRST 
artist to shift 100m 
digital singles; 
Vogue calls 
her the world’s 
most exciting 
fashion muse; in 
music, her varied 
collaborators are 
an A-list dream 
team, from Drake, Paul McCartney and 
Coldplay to Eminem, Kanye and Nicki 
Minaj. Rihanna is, therefore, a person who 
can afford to run to her own schedule. It’s 
approaching midnight when she sits down 
with NME in the low-lit upstairs room of an 
LA photo studio. 

It’s been a long day. We first meet 
during the afternoon, and while it’s hard 
to predict how a Rihanna greeting might 
unfold, NME isn’t quite prepared for the 
breezy stride into the room, the smiley 
“Hi!”, the hug and the high five. “I’m off!” 
she then declares grandly, waving her arm 
around her head, “to transform!" 

She disappears into the room next 
door. At another shoot down the corridor 
Will Ferrell comes and goes, but not 
before popping in to say hi to Rihanna. 

When Rihanna reappears, she does so 
with a melodramatic, pre-emptive cry of 
“Finally!", but it’s fine: waiting a few hours 
is fine for Rihanna. 

Between 2005 and 2012 

Rihanna released or re-released at least 
one album a year, every year. Then in 2013 
something strange happened: no Rihanna

album. But at least it’s finished, right? 

“It’s not done!” Rihanna chortles. By 
now she’s curled up on a sofa and draped 
in an oversized green bomber jacket. “To 
me it’s never done until it’s done. Until the 
final moment." 

So her eighth album proper doesn’t 
yet have a tracklisting (“I have so many 
songs I love - and they’re so different - 
that it’s hard to actually put them all on 
the same album”). 

And there’s no title yet - Rihanna’s 
whittled it down to two, but acknowledges 
that fans will probably always call it ‘R8’, 
the name they’ve given it in the absence 
of concrete information. “No matter what 
I post online, within three comments 
there’s somebody saying, ‘Where is 
‘R8’?”’ She cackles. “I could post 
anything. Nothing else matters. They don’t 
care about anything but that.” 

The problem here, NME proposes, 
is that 50m Twitter followers are on a 
hair-trigger waiting for an album, “I know!” 
she laughs. She seems to be enjoying 
this a little too much for NME's liking. 

“But it makes me excited, because 

I can’t wait to give them 
something great.” 

It’s not just Rihanna’s 
schedule that needs to 
accommodate the project’s 
completion: earlier this year 
Kanye West announced he 
was exec producing the 
album, and tonight Rihanna 
confirms the continued 
involvement of the potential 
President Of The United 
States. “Kanye definitely 
anted to be involved in 
making the album,” she 
xplains. “So he did start 
helping me make it. Now 
e just have to wait to get 
back in the studio together. 
His schedule and mine are 
otally opposite right now, 
but I think this month we’ll 
be back in the studio.” 

With pop culture moving 
aster than ever, it might 
eem hazardous to leave 
such a gap between major 
releases. But Rihanna’s 
career is peppered with 
moments that others may 
have considered risky, so 
NME asks her to consider 
her need to take risks when 
so many of her peers seem 





to succeed by playing safe. “I take risks 
because I get bored,” she shrugs. “And 
I get bored very easily.” 

She tells the story of when she and 
her best girlfriend were 11 -year-old army

cadets, growing up in 
Barbados. “We’d have 
to give trouble in order 
to enjoy this discipline 
we were getting,” she 
remembers. “And we’d 
refuse to do push-ups 
when we were punished. It 
was a question of: why just 
do it? It was so boring to 
follow the rules.” 

Rihanna left Barbados 
for New York before the 
cadets could kick her 
out; Jay Z signed her the 
day he met her. Ten years 
down the line, Rihanna’s 
ambition for her next album 
is that it works, in the 
way some of her previous 
releases haven’t, like a 
‘proper’ album. “It’s easy 
to make an album full of 
great songs,” is how she 
puts it, and that’s a fair 
point: as well as being 
fashion’s most exciting 
muse, Rihanna is now 
also the ultimate muse 
for the planet’s greatest 
songwriters and producers. 
“But I want people to go for 
the ride. The songs have to 
make sense together.” 

She smiles when NME 
points out that the three 
singles so far - ‘American 
Oxygen’, ‘Four Five 
Seconds’, ‘Bitch Better 
Have My Money’ - are 
wildly diverse. “I know,” she 
says. “I know!" And then 
she laughs uproariously. 
Rihanna’s impossible-to- 
second-guessness is all 
very well, but this just feels 
like trolling. She giggles. 
“Maybe a little bit.” Then 
she laughs again. “But 
I love what I love, and 
these songs each have 
their own demeanour, 
and the videos reflect the 
character of each song. 

I want every video to take 
you on a different journey. 

A different ride.” 

And some of those 
videos, as we learned this 
summer, offer rides to quite 
unexpected locations. 

In July Rihanna’s 

‘Bitch Better Have 
My Money’ video appeared 
online. It 

contained scenes • • • 
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of kidnap, torture, drugs, murder, nudity { 
and beach inflatables. Naturally the seven- 
minute mini-movie prompted internet 
meltdown, with thinkpieces flying in from 
all quarters. 

“I wanted people to feel like they’d got 
more than they’d expected,” Rihanna says 
today. And they certainly got that, NME 
confirms. “Yeah,” she chortles. “But not in 
a shocking way - in the sense of ‘wow, this 
is a real mini-movie’. You know? I wanted 
to go deeper. Mostly what I wanted was 
for people to get it" 

Was Rihanna happy with how people 
responded? “I was very happy with the 
reaction,” she states. “Very happy.” 

There’s a quizzical smile on her face as 
if she doesn’t quite understand what NME’s 
getting at. So what, then, does she think of 
observations that the video - in which 
Rihanna and friends torture a naked woman 
to punish her fully-clothed husband - is 
anti-feminist? A full-force Rihanna eyeroll 
is something to behold, and here one 
comes. “Well I mean now we’re reaching," 
she tuts. Throughout our interview 
Rihanna speaks softly: she doesn’t raise 
her voice; she won’t swear once. But she 
means every word she says. “I didn’t think 
about anything that had to do with that. 
Wow. And at the end of the day the women 
won. The bitch was the man. So I’m 
confused. Those are the people that didn’t 
get it. I’m not worried about those people. 
This was not a woman empowerment 
video. I was making a piece of art.” 

In the post-Gaga pop era it often seems 
that the only ‘acceptable’ message for 
existing or trainee pop icons is one of 
positivity, with that lucrative role model 
status baked into an artist’s persona at 
boardroom level. But Rihanna seems to 
thrive by keeping people at arm’s length, 
and it’s strange - if exciting - that in 2015 
Rihanna and an artist like Taylor Swift 
share the same pop sphere. 

“Er, I doubt it,” is Rihanna’s response 









when asked if she’d accept an invitation 
to become the latest in a long succession 
of artists to join Swift on stage. “I don’t 
think I would. I just don’t think it makes 
sense. I don’t think our brands are the 
same: I don’t think they match, I don’t 
think our audiences are the same. In my 
mind she’s a role model, I’m not.” She 
adds, with a smile. 

Rihanna’s star persona has long since 
surpassed the base elements many 
once considered part and parcel of pop 
stardom, and at the heart of this is the 
assumption that pop music is for kids, a 
concept that seems more outdated than 
ever in an era when Justin Bieber’s making 
music with Diplo and Skrillex. 

“I can’t make a song for a particular 
person or demographic,” Rihanna 
reasons. “If I love it, I’m gonna do it. I have 
to perform it for the rest of my life. A song 
is like a tattoo - you can never get away 
from it. You can’t stand behind something 
you don’t believe in. You can pretend for a 
little while, but there’s always going to be 
resentment. I can be who I am and sleep 
at night, knowing there’s no pressure to be 
anything else.” 

We talk about how Rihanna hopes her 
life will pan out: she pictures herself as 
an 80-year-old lady, covered in tattoos, 
sitting on the beach with grandchildren 
playing nearby. “When I see myself as

Does it concern her that, by her own 
admission, she doesn’t have a coping 
mechanism? “It’s annoying,” she sighs. 
“But what’s the worst that can happen? 
They’re just taking pictures. A picture of 
every move. Every good move, every bad 
move, every wrong move, every awkward 
move, every misunderstood move, it’s all 
there. There’s no getting away from that 
now unless I start to completely suck at 

my job. Unless I completely 
fall off. So I guess there’s a 
silver lining to all this.” 

When NME asks 
Rihanna if she enjoys the 
time she spends alone, 
her answer is an instant 
“yes”. “My thoughts never 
bore me,” she shrugs, with 
a distant look in her eye. 

“I like to spend my time 
alone wisely. A moment 
of quiet. A moment of 
silence. A moment of just 
organising my thoughts. 

I just enjoy being alone. 
Maybe a little too much...” 
Rihanna and NME 
started talking on Thursday 
night; it’s now Friday. We 
head downstairs to find 
the studio all but deserted. 
As she says goodbye with 
a hug, Rihanna asks NME 
about life in the UK. “I’d like 
to live in London next year, 
you know,” she smiles. 

“I want to try it. While I’m 
childless, and I can run 
around. I wanna do it.” 
Relocating would be 
a disruptive move for 
an LA-based artist like 
Rihanna, but it would be 
amusing to watch anybody 
try to stop her. For any 
artist, defining one’s own 
territory is the ultimate 
freedom. And for the artist 
who’s been chatting with 
NME tonight, ‘free’ is 
more than just a word on 
a T-shirt. It’s a 
way of life. NME 



By 2007 Rihanna’s first two albums had 
established her as an unimpeachable pop 
princess on the periphery of the bigtime, 
but for her third she felt she needed to 
change. So the night before she shot the 
cover for ‘Good Girl Gone Bad’, she cut 
her hair. “We sent [the label] the images. 
Their reaction was, ‘These are way too 
edgy. What are we going to do with these? 
We can’t use these.’ But the photoshoot 
was done. And we weren’t going to do it 
again.” The accompanying music featured 
the former high school beauty queen 
likening love to rehab and burning some 
bloke’s house down. “I had to rebel and 
do it my way,” she remembers. “And I had 
to jump ship in order to achieve that. 
Without permission.” 

That might all sound quaint compared 



with what would come later, but back in 
2007 Rihanna was changing the course 
of her own career, and within a year she’d 
become a superstar. “I just have a way 
of breaking the rules even when I don’t 
intend to,” she reasons. “You have to let 
people be who they are - you have to 
believe that that’s going to be the best 
version of them.” 

But a bigger shift was still to come 
when Rihanna followed that hit album by 
throwing a potential tyre shredder across 
the road in the shape of the downbeat, 
dark and reflective ‘Rated R’. The album 
raised eyebrows at the record label, where 
industry legend LA Reid was concerned 
about Rihanna’s new direction. “He told 
me, ‘I’m not gonna lie, I’m really scared 
about this,”’ Rihanna remembers. “But he 
also said: ‘You have to make this album.’ 
He felt me bleeding through the music.” 

‘Rated R’ was the masterpiece that 
birthed the Rihanna we know today: a 
brutal album teeming with disenchantment 
and uncertainty, with stark, monochrome 
imagery to match. “It was a time in my 
life where I felt vulnerable and naked,” 
Rihanna admits. “I felt like the world was 
watching and that there was a spotlight 
on me. I felt confused. I knew I couldn’t 
make a happy album. It was like: it’s 
not the truth. It’s not real. I know I won’t 
feel like this forever, but this is how I feel 
right now.” 

Today, as Rihanna talks about aspects 
of her life, it seems the spotlight that 
shone so brightly during the ‘Rated R’ 
period still stings her eyes. “You kinda... 
Just don’t deal with it,” she sighs. “It’s 
hard. So I don’t deal with it. Every time 
there’s paparazzi pulling up outside the 
building there’s anxiety. I can’t say I’m 
numb to it, because it never feels normal.” 
She thinks for a moment. “But it’s not 
surprising, either.”

As Glasgow trio Chvrches prepare to 
release their second album on September 
25, they tell Barry Nicolson that no matter 
how much abuse they take from idiotic 
trolls, they’ll never be silenced 
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hvrches often 
describe 
themselves as 
“a band born on 
the internet”, who 
wouldn’t be where 
they are today without the blog 
buzz that launched them. Being 
an online phenomenon, however, 
means learning to take the rough 
with the smooth. When I meet 
the trio in a Glasgow bar, multi- 
instrumentalist lain Cook tells me 
he’s been on edge these past few 
weeks, living with the knowledge 
that their new album ‘Every Open 
Eye’ could leak online at any 
moment. He remembers when 
it happened to its predecessor, 
2013’s The Bones Of What 
You Believe’, and even though 
that record ultimately eclipsed 
anything the band had envisioned 
for it - selling almost a million 
copies and breaking Chvrches 
in America - he dreads a repeat. 
Frontwoman Lauren Mayberry 
seems more sanguine; she has 
bigger things on her mind, after all. 

It’s been a week since 

Mayberry appeared on Channel 4 
News to talk about the sickening 
abuse and threats of sexual 

I violence she receives - on a daily 
basis - from the sleazy denizens 
~f 4chan and other misogynist 
rolls. It’s something she’s been 
ealing with ever since Chvrches 
became successful, but the abuse 
has peaked lately with the release 
of the video for ‘Leave A Trace’, 
in which Mayberry’s appearance 
has somehow been construed 
~s proof that her staunch views 
about the objectification of women 

I in pop are “hypocritical” and that 
she is, in fact, “asking for it”. 

Taking a stand against these 
people might not achieve much in 
he short term, she admits, “but 
it’s not about winning - it’s about 
whether we choose to let ourselves 
be beaten.

then people turn around and say 
it’s not real, that we should just 
ignore it. Is this not what [female- 
led, post-grunge movement] riot 
grrrl was talking about in 1992?

Many of Chvrches’ fans are 

young enough, Mayberry says, “to 
still be forming their opinions about 
how they’re going to behave in the 
world. I don’t want young girls to 
look at us and see us accept that 
sort of behaviour. Someone asked 
me, ‘Do you regret opening this can 
of worms?’ Well, it was opened for 
me. It was opened at me.” 

“We all talked about this,” 
says keyboardist Martin Doherty, 
“and we agreed that the minute 
you change your professional 
persona, or what we do as a band, 
that’s an admission of defeat to 
these arseholes. The only thing 
we can do to keep winning is not 
change a single thing.” 

It’s a philosophy that Chvrches 
have also applied to the making of 
‘Every Open Eye’, which, like their

debut, was written and recorded 
in Cook’s basement flat on the 
south side of Glasgow. Since his 
roommate moved out, it’s become 
a full-time studio, which the band 
spent much of their advance 
on improving. “It’s not like we 
had gazillions of pounds,” says 
Doherty, “but there was money 
there, and rather than blowing it 
all on a fancier studio or putting 
it in the pocket of some famous 
producer, we decided to invest it.” 
Musically, ‘Every Open Eye’ 
refines rather than meddles with 
the sleek, dynamic synthpop 
of their debut - a sound even 
Taylor Swift appropriated for last 
year’s ‘Out Of The Woods’ single. 
Doherty calls it “an amazing 
compliment”, though he admits 
that “it wasn’t until everyone else 
started saying it that I noticed it 
sounded like us.” 

“I think [Swift’s album] ‘1989’ 
is a great pop record, one of the 
best things to come out of that 
particular trend of music,” adds 
Mayberry. “But at the same time, 
it would be stupid for us to say, 

‘We were doing that a few years 
before.’ For everyone who says 
there are certain songs on the 
radio right now that sound like 
us, there are a lot of other people 
who’ll say, ‘Yeah, but they just 
sound like Depeche Mode...’” 

People keep asking 

Chvrches about second-album 
pressure, but in the end, even they 
were surprised at how instinctively 
‘Every Open Eye’ came together in 
the space of five months. “On day 
one, we wrote [first track] ‘Never 
Ending Circles’,” says Cook. “By 
day two or three, all our worst fears 
were forgotten.” 

Just as importantly, it’s an 
album with a heart as big as its 
choruses. Mayberry’s lyrics don’t 
directly address the abuse she’s 
received, but the record is about 
finding strength from vulnerability 
and learning from past mistakes. 
“Somebody said to me once that 
Chvrches are an emo band in 
disguise but nobody had figured

What made you want to 
make this film? 

“Honestly, there was nothing 
in me that could say no 
to this. This is the whole 
reason I became a film- 
maker - to make something 
this authentic, with a real 
dramatic story, that involves 
shooting nature on this 
incredible scale.” 

How much of the film was 
actually shot on Everest? 

“A lot, but because of 
insurance the highest I could 
take the actors was 4,900m. 
At that point people started 
getting really sick and we had 
to quickly vacate them with 
helicopters.” 

Was it hard to shoot? 

“It was the most complicated 
shoot ever!

TV last week. Director Shane Meadows talks about the 
future of the game-changing show - if there is one... 



THIS IS ENGLAND ’90

This Is England 
’ 90 is airing in the 
midst of a wave of 
’90s nostalgia. Was 
that planned? 

“I never thought 
about that, but there’s 
always been this little 
kismet thing with This 
Is England." 

You were 17 in 1990, so you 
must have been right in the 
thick of the baggy boom... 

“Musically, for my generation it 
was a huge movement. People 
were travelling the country, going 
to Spike Island - most of which 
I missed - but I was part of the 
ripple effect of that.” 

So This Is England ’90 is 
about missing out on a 
big cultural event? 

“Yeah, it bears the brunt of that 
in a beautiful way. It manages to 
find beauty in the mundane, and 
in the obsolete sometimes. These 
people in small towns, whatever 
they’d fallen in love with as a kid, 
they didn’t change. You’d have a 
goth, and you’d go back [years 
later] and they’d still be a goth. 

It sounds a bit sad, but it isn’t, 
it’s kind of beautiful.” 



Did shooting The Stone Roses 
doc Made Of Stone influence 
how you made TIE ’90? 

“There’s a scene in episode three 
which is a single take of probably 
the most dramatic 
scene I’ve shot so 
far, with quite a few 
characters. Using 30 
cameras at a gig to 
film The Stone Roses, 

I realised I don’t 
have to use just one 
camera for everything 
and then do the take a 
million times. So had 
I not done Made Of 
Stone I wouldn’t have ever come 
up with the concept of having 10 
cameras running at one time in a 
council house, from the back of 
the room, to capture it in one go. 

It’s one of the most believable, 
real, penetrating, emotional scenes 
I’ve ever shot - but shot with 10 
cameras, which is quite weird.” 

You say there “probably” won’t 
be another This Is England . 

Is this really the end? 

“The only reason we would ever 
come back again is if there was 
a story that needed telling. At the 
moment there isn’t another series 
that exists in my head, but as this 
one has proved, you can have a 
couple of years on the sidelines 
and then things can formulate. I’ve 
given people an ending I’m really 
proud of if it is the last one. But 
never say never.” Sam Rowe

hard. From Kendrick 
Lamar to Snoop 
Dogg, the cream 
of the hip-hop game have been 
tripping over themselves to shout 
about the 21 -year-old rapper from 
Islington, north London. 

With attention from the genre’s 
biggest stars and a host of labels, 
she could have cherry picked 
whoever she wanted to release 
her debut album, A Curious Tale 
Of Trials + Persons’. Instead, she’s 
self-releasing it, because Little 
Simz plays by her own rules. Or, 
as she rather more bluntly puts it: 

“I don’t work with dicks.” 



Simz was rapping before 
her age hit double figures 
and had already released an 
embarrassment of material 
by the time Jay Z premiered 
her fourth mixtape, 2013’s 
‘Blank Canvas’, on his Life 
+ Times platform. Since 
then, she’s been on tour with 
Schoolboy Q and performed 
at the BBC IXtra Proms 
alongside a full orchestra. 

She’s been lumped in with 
the recent second coming of 
grime, but her crisp flow and 
oft-soulful production suggest 
it’s cult hip-hop figure J Dilla, 
not Dizzee, on her headphones. 
What she shares with the 
resurgent genre, though, is a 
DIY auteurism and a heavy 
dose of love for her crew, 
Space Age. It’s that tight 
team behind her debut album 
rather than big name guests 
or producers. “These are all 
people who’ve influenced me 
thus far and will continue to 
influence me,” is her reason. 

Simz likes to “keep it 
experimental”, and on 
her album she follows up 
a sweet apology song to 
her next-door neighbour 
with the menacing ‘Dead 
Body’. Little Simz is on the 
way to big things, but don’t 
expect her to compromise.
